1. The Amendment and Certified Translation filed by Applicant 
on 02/12/2008 has been entered. 

2. The rejection of claims 1, 10 and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn. 

3. The rejection of claims 1, 10, 17 and 22 under 35 

U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hodge et al . , U.S. Patent 
No. 7,226,968 (hereinafter "Hodge") is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 1-3, 9-10, 15-16 and 22-23 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Sun et al . , U.S. Patent 
No. 6,231,875 (hereinafter "Sun"). Sun teaches a method of 
preparing an anti-microbial polymer resin contacting a polymer, 
anti-microbial, and additive wherein the anti-microbial is 
present in the amount prescribed by the present claims and 
prepared as a nail fungus treatment and the permeation of drug 
into the nail is tantamount to the claimed maximum release 
concentration. See Sun, col. 4, line 47 through col. 6, line 
60; col. 7, lines 9-28; Table 1-10. 

6. Claims 8 and 14 are objected to for depending on a rejected 
base claim. 

7. Claims 17 and 20-21 are allowable.
